OKOHAMA, Aug. S— (Via San 
ranclsco, Auk. 24. — The report 
ed~" an tl - American Chinese boy- 
cott has reached Yokohama. 
The first intimation of Its 
ence was July 25, when local 
Chinese refused to give any freight to 
the steamer Manchuria, due to leave 
for Hongkong on the 28th. The rea- 
son stated by the local Chinese was 
that no coolies at Hongkong would 
dare discharge such cargo. The move- 
ment slowly continued until on Sun- 
day. August (i, a meeting of repre- 
sentative Chinese was held at the 
Chinese hall of commerce, Yokohama, 
when the proposed boycott was con- 
sidered under five heads. These were 
hanking, shipping, insurance and other 
lines of business, and employees. 
There was much eloquence from the 
organizers of the meeting, who talked 
of patriotism and the necessity that 
the Chinese residents of Yokohama, a 
great port, should fall In line with their 
brethren elsewhere. Finally it was 
resolved: 

First— Not to deal In American 
goods. 

Second — Not to ship goods on 
American steamers (more particularly 
to Chinese, as Chinese relatives would 
be punished). 

Third — That any Chinese merchants 
doing such business through another 
would be dealt with as if the business 
had been done by him. 

Fourth — Not to do business with 
any American banking or insurance 
company. , 

Fifth — Some indulgence to he grant- 
ed on account of goods to be shipped 
to ports whither none but American 
steamers ply. 

Sixth — Any Chinee infringing these 
rules to bo subject to a heavy line. 

The matter of Chinese employees 
leaving their posts was postponed. 

Some of the cotnpradores present 
claim that they were under contract 
to their employees, and if they were 
to leave it would mean their ruin. | 
To this it was urged that a fund had 
been established at Shanghai to pro- 
vide for such cases, but the compra- 
dores wished for some documentary 
assurance of this before they took 
action. It is agreed to obtain such 
assurance from Shanghai. There are 
more Cliinese than any other foreign 
nationality In Yokohama. The latest

A Parisian Opinion 
Paris, Aug. 24. — The semi-official 
Temps today has a notable leader re- 
flecting the growing French sentiment 
that Russia is losing ground by her 
delay in accepting the peace terms 
even though they are hard. It saya 
after the long and constant reverses 
suffered by Russian arms In the Far 
East. Russia will do well if she suc- 
ceeds In preserving the Integrity oi 
her territory and escaping 'vith the 
mere payment of an Indemnity, which 
is not a mortal wound.

BATTLESHIP RAMS SCHOONER. 

Newport, R. I., Aug. 24.— While the 
United States battleship squadron was 
returning from manoeuvring outside 
the harbor tills afternoon, the battle- 
ship Kearsargc, Captain Rodgers com- 
manding, collided in a. heavy fog in 
the outer harbor with a two-masted 
schooner.

New Orleans Apprehensive of Fresh 
Outbreak in Districts. 

New Orleans, Aug. 24. — Yellow fever 
port to (I p. m.: New cases, 44; 
total to date, 1,000; deaths, 7; total 
deaths, 22G; new foci, 10; total foci, 
360; remaining under treatment, 287. 

With yellow fever here coming stead- 
ily under control, and apprehension no 
longer felt of a dangerous epidemic, 
ederal surgeons are anxious to put re- 
trlctions against free intercourse be- 
ween New Orleans and infected re- 
gions in Louisiana to prevent a re- 
iucursion of the disease. The policy 
of such a move was fully discussed 
today in a conference of rever-flghters 
with' Governor Blanchard. Many Ital- 
ians and other foreigners went from 
New Orleans to surrounding parishes 
when first yellow fever grew violent)

Ex-mayer Redfern of Opinion 
That Council Should Rise to 
the Occasion. 



The Rev. Canon Beanlands, in re- 
sponse to a requeBt yesterday for an 
expression of opinion upon the 
subject of the Carnegie Library, said: 
"The situation is simply this: that the 
lirst year's estimate of the library main- 
tenance is based upon the idea that the 
building will only 'be opened during the 
half financial year of the city, so that 
instead of an alleged sum of $5,000 for 
(maintenance, there is in reality only §2,- 
500 available, and of that sum half is 
allotted to the work of the commission- 
ers, -which includes also furniture. 

"1 don't think the city is to blame. It 
must cut its coat according to its 
cdotli. This year we have only a frac- 
tion of a year, and consequently only a 
fraction of the allotment. The li- 
brary will open with merely the nucleus 
of that which the building is intended to 
contain, and which will certainly be ad- 
ded to at the rate of some $2,500 per an- 
num. This in a few years' time ought 
to result in a very valuable and effi- 
cient collection of books. 

"It must be remembered that although 
the commissioners have expended only 
something within $1,000 upon books for 
this year; and — although such is the con- 
dition of the city library that at least 50 
per cent of the existing hooks are in an 
unlit condition for issue to the publii — 
there still remains a by no means con- 
temptible collection Of books. Many id' 
these were chosen with great care and 
judgment by a citizen now no longer 
with US. 1 refer to 1 >r. Ashe, under 
whose wise and cultured discretion were 
collected the works which originally 
formed, as many will recall, the founda- 
tion of what was known as the Mechan- 
ics' Institute. it tuny likewise be re- 
membered how. when this institution 
came upon evil days and the neglected 
and well preserved tomes eventually fell 
to the auctioneer's hammer, they be- 
came the property of the late . Mayor 
fell, who, with an admirable public 
spirit and generosity, secured and held 
them at the disposal of the city, which 
at the time was unable or unwilling to 
purchase them for itself. The sum 
paid was some #700 or thereabouts and 
eventually, after the lapse of years, 
the city, realizing its responsibility, as 
Mayor Pell had predicted it one day 
would, purchased the collection from 
him for the self-same sum, anil thus was 
formed the nucleus of the Victoria pub- 
lic library. 

Essentials of a Library 
' "My idea of a public library is a place 
where access can be had to books which 
people cannot afford to buy for them- 
selves. Good reference books are al- 
ways expensive, and no city should lie 
in Mich a position that in its public li- 
braries cannot he found the very best 
and latest authorities upon subjects 
which are likely to create discussion in 
the public mind. For this money is rc 
quired, and meanwhile people must have? 
patience. This department of literature 
is notably a source of continual outlay, 
for books of reference soon get out of 
dale and require to he supplemented 
continuously. 

"As regards technical works, out of 
the very small means at our disposal we 
have already allotted about $200 to such 
lxioks. This was done in compliance 
with the requesl of the Trades and La- 
bor Council. Practically all the fiction 
in the old library will have to be de- 
stroyed and our lirst work has been to 
supply its place by well-bound stand-

BRITISH APPLE MEN. 

Visiting Canada With a View to Ex- 
tending the Trade. 

Matthew Wilson, K.C., nf Chatham, 
waited on Premier Whitney and Hon. 
Col. Matheson, Provincial Treasurer, to- 
day, accompanied by It. Lloyd Scott 
mid J. Idieus, of London, Eng., 'says the 
Toronto Telegram, of August 14. 'These 
men represent two of the leading fruit 
importers of Grcal Britain, and have 

uiie to Canada as a result of the 
manufacturers' visit to England, with a 
view to extending the apple trade. Mr. 
Idieus says the demand for Canadian ap- 
ples in the London market is increasing 
yearly, but that much is lost to Oana- 
lian farmers by tiie fraud of the pack- 
ifs and shippers, who put all the best 
fruit on the top and centre the poor 
Stuff. This has been productive of a 
■move among the larger houses to cut 
out: the Canadian commission men and 
buy direct. 

The price of good apples. Mr. Idieus 
says, runs from $3.50 to S. r > per barrel, 
on each of which a commission of about 
two shillings is paid to Canadian com- 
mission men. When it is considered 
that from 20,000 to 30,000 barrels are 
sold at Covent Garden market in one 
lay alone, the huge amount of money 
paid in commissions may bf realized. 

English apple dealers think that by 
buying direct mid supervising the pack- 
ing and shipping they will save a large 
amount of money. 

The finest of Oregon apples, these 
gentlemen say, which are well selected 
and well packed, bring more than four 
limes the price of Canadian fruit.

THE IMPERSONATION CASE. 

It appears that :i man named, or 
giving his name as, E. Nllsen lias been 
arrested for Impersonating E. Nllson, 
of Cape Scott, at Wellington on the 
day of the Alberni election. It is 
stated that there are others guilty of 
a similar offence. On the assumption 
that there have been Infractions of the 
law In this respect, we are glad to see 
action taken, and we trust that If the 
charges can be proved, due punish- 
ment will be meted out. As we inti- 
mated some days ago, there were elec- 
tion practices on the part of the Lib- 
erals even more serious than that of 
impersonation. The facts are within 
the knowledge of many in the riding, 
and can be easily established. In the 
interests of the purity of elections, it 
would be well if all such Illegal prac- 
tices were exposed and punished. 



THE WATER WORKS. 

Interest in the waterworks question 
is still maintained. In fact, the tempera- 
ture is rising and the thermometer will 
indicate "fever heat" hi a few days 
more. We shall be obliged, we fear, to 
issue a special waterworks supplement 
to make room for correspondents. In 
discussing the subject yesterday we 
were not aware that the point we raised 
■had been previously discussed in the Leg- 
islature at the I hue the ISsquimnlt Wat- 
er Works Co.— in 1S93— obtained an 
amendment to the Act of incorporation 
of 18ST). Our attention has been called to 
the fact by Mr. D. W. Higgins, who was 
speaker at the tune, and who contributes 
a letter this morning dealing with it. In 
'the "Speakers' Decisions" contained in 
the Rules and Orders of the Legislative 
Assembly is found at page 07 his ruling 
on the question then raised as to whe- 
ther or not the proprietorship of the 
waters of (iohlstream was vested in the 
crown or in private Individuals. It 
was a point affecting the constitution- 
ality of the hill before the House. As the 
matter is of very great interest at the 
present time, we will be pardoned for 
quoting at length from the decision, 
which, it will lie seen, agrees with the 
view that the rights of the waters of 
GoldBtream within the railway belt had 
been conveyed without reservation to 
the ICsquimalt & Nuuaiuio Railway Co., 
and by the latter to the lisquinialt Wa- 
ter Works Co.: 

! "in the celebrated case of the Queen 
vs. Robertson (Canada Supreme Court 
decision), the Crown thought to exercise 
proprietorship over a navigable stream 
in New Brunswick, the laud on either 
side the stream having been alienated by 
the Crown without reference to the 
stream. -Mr. Justice Gwynue, of the 
Itixcliequer Court, held that "the es- 
tablished rule of law is that prima facie 
the proprietor of each bank of a stream 
is proprietor of half the land covered by 
the stream. . . . In all such cases 
the grant covers the bed of the stream, 
unless there be some expression in the 
terms of the grant, or something in the 
terms of the grant taken in connection 
•with the situation ami condition of the 
land granted, which clearly indicates an 
intention that the grant should stop at 
the edge or margin of the river, and 
should exclude the river from its oper- 
ation. There must be a reservation or 
restriction, expressed or necessarily im- 
plied, to control the general presumption 
of law, and to make the particular grant 
an exception from the general rule. This 
is the established doctrine, not only in 
England, hut in Hie courts of the United 
States of America also." Judgment was 
given by Mr. Justice Gwynne for the 
defendant, and his judgment was after- 
wards affirmed cm appeal by the Su- 
preme Court of Canada. 
■ "Hale and Kent, in their commenta- 
ries, clearly state that 'grants of lands 
bounded on rivers, or upon the margin 
of the same, or along the same above 
tide water, carry the exclusive right 
and title of the grantee to the centre of 
of the stream, unless the terms of the 
grunt clearly denote the intention to 
stop at the edge or margin of the riv 
er. 

"The lands through which Hows 111 2 
water proposed to lie conveyed to the 
Efcqulmnlt Water Works Company hv 
Rill No. (i were conveyed in ISSii to the 
OEsquimnlt & Nnnairno Railway Co., and 
have since passeil from that company to 
private proprietors. fn the Crown 
grant that convoyed the binds to the 
Railway Company there Is no reserva- 
tion or restriction to indicate that tin' 
grant should stop at tin' edttc or margin 
of the river, and should exclude 1 1 ■ < - river 
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"It follows, therefore, that unless it 
should be shown that tin. Victoria Wa- 
ter Works A. t of INT:! 1 vcyed the wa- 
ters of Golilstroilm to the city of Victo- 
ria, or that sub-section (301 of section 
S of the "Interitretntlon .Vet. 1872," as 
(died by the honorable member for Vic- 
toria (Mr. Beaven), is Idndinir, the wa- 
ters of Coldstream within tile railway 
Ibolt, not having been excepted, went to 
the EFqilimnlt & Xanaimo Railway Co. 
with the grant of the bell, and is nol 
tlOW. and litis not been since the issue 
of tin? Crown grant, Crown property. 
The solution of this diflicull problem 
must be left to the legal advisers of the 
Drown; but I think snllieieiil has been 
developed in the Supreme Court ease 
quoted to demonstrate the Importance 
nny, the necessity, of precautionary leg- 
islation that will place the proprietor- 
tdiip of water converted by Crown 
grant beyond 11 doubt." 

Mr. Higgins; its Speaker, to fortify 
■himself In coming to n proper decision, 



sought tbo d'Jlvlc'e of the hue Mr. A. N. 
/Richards, a gentleman of scuiul legal 
knowledge, mid for many years in Brit- 
ish Columbia regarded as onr leading 
authority. Prom the opinion given 
by him wo quote the following: 

"I cannot understand that any objec- 
tion could be raised to the Bill on the 
ground of the Crown being interested 
and not having assented to the Bill, as 
it does not profess to deal with inter- 
ests of the Crown, the latter not being 
named, and, therefore, not bound; so 
that the promoters, if the Bill passes, 
take their Act subject to any interests 
the Crown may have. . . . Nor can 
I see how tbo Crown could be interested 
as. I understand from your letter that 
the laud adjoining the Coldstream iR 
part of the island railway bolt, conveyed 
to the crown in right of the Dominion 
by an Act :passed the 10th of December, 
1883, and is now owned by the Island 
Railway Company. All private parties 
are bound, nnd nave to go to arbitration 
for damages arising from the exercise 
by the company of the law of Eminent 
Domain. 

1 "With respect to water it is, so long as 
it is in the running stream, the property 
oT 110 one, like air and light. The owner 
of the hanks of n stream, as a riparian 
proprietor, can take water for a reason- 
able use as it passes his property, but 
he has no property in it before it conies 
to his land uor alter it leaves, nor while 
opposite his land, but only when he re- 
duces it to possession, as by tilling a 
tank, etc. Should the Crown own laud 
on the banks of the stream, and the 
Act be construed so as to bind the 
Crown, then the Crown is interested, 
and must assent to the Bill, which, when 
done, is at the third reading, and is giv- 
en in the name of the Crown by a Min- 
ister." ( 

There is more of Mr. Itiohards' opin- 
ion in respect to riparian rights, but it 
is not essential here. The opinion of 
the Speaker just quoted was in conse- 
quence of a previous ruling of his on 
the 17th of March with reference to a 
point raised by Mr. Beaven. which had 
been referred back to the Speaker on 
the motion of the Attorney-General. The 
point was that the sanction of the Crown 
must be obtained before the Bill then 
before the House could be read a sec- 
ond time, because it was asked to deal 
with the property of the Crown, and 
was, therefore, otherwise constitutional. 
The Speaker was circumstantial in quot- 
ing the proceedings on the Victoria Wat- 
er Works Act, because, as stated, "part 
of the rights conveyed by that Act is 
sought to bo acquired by the Esquimnlt 
Water Works Company in Bill No. (!. 
now before the House." The Bill in 
question, he points out, was introduced 
as a private measure and passed as such, 
the Crown consenting by its silence to 
the alienation of the water. lie then 
refers to a number of other private bills 
for acquiring water rights, in ISSo, 18S0, 
1880 and 1SSS. to which the Government, 
offered no objection, and concludes: 

"Had the Crown intervened in either 
case, I think that the Bill must have 
fallen t,i the ground. 

"In the matter of the Rill under con- 
sideration, I am of the opinion that the 
Crown, not having interposed, and so 
waived its rights, the Bill is properly 
before the House, and may be proceeded 
with on the lines already laid down." 
■ The foregoing is printed for the infor- 
mation of readers in respect to legisla- 
tion nnd legislative proceedings in the 
past affecting the question at the present 
time. Speaking of the present action 
of the council, whether they are going 
about it the right way or not, they are 
quite justified in determining the rights 
of the city regarding the (Iohlstream 
water before deciding upon any definite 
policy, which, in any event, must involve 
the expenditure of a large amount of 
money.

ESQUIMALT WATER RIGHTS, 

Sir— I have no desire to enter Into the 
controversy thai Ihus arisen over the ac- 
tual or (presumed rights of the water com- 
pany am! tthe city to a [monopoly of the 
UolUMtrcaja water; and it is with tt desire 
to assist, af possible, both, sides Itn arriv- 
ing at an adjustment that I now write 
this letter. lour article In today's Ismie 
soonis a just and reasonable exposition of 
the case so far as the legal responsibil- 
ities «f Hie respective panties to the Issue 
are concerned, the point to be discussed 
being whether Hue city, in tacitly assent- 
ing to the grant of the Island railway 
bti* t<> tiie E. & S. company, waived 
their .right to the water within twenty 
miles of Victoria, and therefore have no 
claim to tlic water or Goldstrenmi. That is 
a question that must be daft to legal minds 
to determine, and jus a suit, if commenced, 
will not stop short of the Privy counciii, 
any opinion wlhleli I, a dayman, might of- 
fer would not possess any value In do- 
terinniilng the issue. The Interests In- 
volved are .tremendous, ami as the I nun- 
war company are also vitally Interested 
therein, .the- ilght will bo a three-cornered 
one, .which will add .to the public interest 
and afford anv nmiount of work for the 
legtd fraternity. 

ii'y object in writing you -today is to 
draw your attention to certain proceedings 
lu .the legislature on April VI, 1S!VJ, when 
".Aik Act to Amend the Ksqulnmlt Water 
Works Aft, 1SS8.1," mis under discussion. 
An objection to the bill was raised 'by Mr. 
Heaven, as follows: 

"That the sanction of tit? crown must be 
obtained before the bill con be read « sec- 
ond time, because we are naked' to deal 
with the property of tin; crown." 

I had the honor to preside over the 
legislature as .Speaker at that tune, and 
the point was referred to urn- for 11 rul- 
ing, and after giving the matter earnest 
consideration I .ruled that, under their 
grant, the Esqulraat Hallway Company ac- 
quired all title water .rights comprised «n 
the belt, the same passing with the land. 
In support of this ruling I quoted, among 
other authorities, from the I'onr.nentaru-s 
of Hale and 1 Kent, which clearly state that 
grunts of land bounded <>u rivers, or ui>on 
thi' .margin of the same, or along the same 
above tidewater, carry tihe exclusive right 
and title of the grantee to the centre of 
the stream, unices the tennis of the grant 
dourly denote the Intention to stop at the 
edge or .margin of the river. 

I further said that the difficult problem 
as to whether the rights of the city to the 
water of Coldstream were swept away by 
the grant of some 2,000,000 acre.- of land 
to the 10. it N. company, must be left to 
the legal advisers of the crown to deter- 
mine; but I thought that sufficient hud 
been developed to demonstrate the neces- 
sity of .precautionary legislation that 
would place the proprietorship of water 
covered bv crown grunts beyond a doubt. 

This ru'liug was not appealed against, 
and later in the session Hon. Theodore 
Davie introduced and' caused to be passed 
"An Act to Confirm to the Crown all un- 
recorded ami unappropriati-d water and 
water power in the Province and 'or other 
purposes." Under that -act 110 crown 
Brant carries with it the right of the 
grantee to the water unless it is so stated 
In tin' grant. Previous to line 'passage 
of that act the water went with the land.

William Miller, alias Stephens, who 
had served twelve of eighteen months' 
imprisonment for obtaining money 
under false pretences and .stealing a 
bicycle, escaped from the chain gang 
of the provincial jail near Government 
Mouse yesterday, and was Still at large 
last tllght. 

Miller, a man ;>,:i years of age, 5 feet 
S<A Inches In height, with blue eyes, 
and clad In the prison clothes with the 
letters P. G. on them when he escaped, 
was included In a chain sang of six 
men sent to work at Government 
House yesterday, in care of a guard. 
An order was made that the chain 
gangs sent to Government 'House be 
free from Irons, the custom previously 
being to fasten leg-irons on each man: 
and sume time ago the guards were 
ordered not to carry a gun. Conse- 
quently the six men W/ere wJthpUt 
Irons and the guard unarmed. 

The men were walking up Belcher 
street near the gate leading to the 
residence of the Lieutenant-Governor, 
when Miller slipped down Into the 
broom which grows thickly by the 
roadside In that vicinity. He quickly 
crossed the road, where the broom |H 
thicker, and, crawling toward a picket 
fence, he broke some pickets with h' 8 
hands; then he doubled back a nd, 
finding cover, succeeded In making Id* 
escape. On Tuesday Miller was 
Included in the Chain Gang 
sent to work In the group. is at Gov- 
ernment House for the firs) time. He 
had served twelve months of Ids sen- 
tence, and had six months' more time 
to put in. 

Soon after he was committed to the 
care of the late warden. It seems, Mil- 
ler had boasted to other prisoners that 
when he was put in either of the chain 
gangs — one of which works In the jail 
yard, while the other is sent to Gov- 
ernment House — he would soon make 
his escape. Because of these boasts 
lie was not put in either of the chain 
gangs, and a leg-iron was put on him 
when he was working inside. This 
was discontinued after lie had served 
three months, lie having promised 
faithfully that he would not seek to 
escape. On Tuesday he was for the 
first time placed in the chain gang, an' 1 
yesterday he went with the gang to 
Oovorninent House — and made good 
his boast of months before. 

Had Stolon Bicycle 
The prison guards and members of 
the city police are endeavoring („ re- 
capture the escaped prisoner, who I s 
expected to seek the salt water with 
the hope of teaching the United states 
side. The crime for which he was 
serving in the provincial jail Was com- 
mitted nearly two years ago. He went 
to Onions & PUniley's bicycle store on 
a Saturday afternoon and rented 
bicycle, presenting a check in payment 
for the hire of tile wheel. He was 
given the change, and went "a-wheel- 
Ing." He' did not return, and was not 
seen until some months later, when 
he returned to tin; city and was iden- 
tified by Ills victim, who notified the 
police. Miller was promptly arrested 
by the city detectives and convicted -I" 
the police court on the charge of ob- 
taining money under false pretences 
and for stealing a bicycle. For the 
first offence he was sentenced to a 
year's Imprisonment, with hard labor, 
and to six months' Imprisonment on 
the second count. 

He has a bad record In several Pa- 
cific Coast cities, in which he Is known 
to the police because of his Work In 
uttering bogus checke.
